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WASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
nation’s bookkeeper has etched 
the figure $373,000,000,000 in red 
ink to close out the government's 
books with 
the highest fiscal 
year-end debt in history. 


The 
Treasury 
Department 
said Monday the S373 billion re­ 
corded on a prelim inary oasis 
last week at the end of the fiscal 
year represents a sizeable jump 
over the $357 billion a year ago. 
The sum is not the nation's 
deepest indebtedness. The gov­ 
ernment approached $?77 billion 
last March 30 just before in­ 
come tax payments prevented it 
from going over the legal debt 
ceiling.

Sincerity Key 
To New Draft 


Guidelines 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Fol­ 
lowing the guidelines of a Su­ 
preme Court decision, the Select 
tive Service director has told lo­ 
cal draft boards that sincerity is 
the key issue in determining 
whether a man should be classi­ 
fied a conscientious objector. 


Curtis W. Tarr, the draft di­ 
rector, 
mailed 
local 
boards 
Monday a list of principles con­ 
cerning conscientious objection 
to war. 


“ Boards are not free to reject 
beliefs because they 
consider 
them ‘incomprehensible,’ ” the 
directive read. “ Their task is to 
decide whether the beliefs pro­ 
fessed by a registrant are sin­ 
cerely held and whether they 
govern his actions both in word 
and deed.” 


The Supreme Court held June 
15 that a registrant who profess­ 
es no religion in the usual sense 
may be considered a conscien­ 
tious objector on moral or intel­ 
lectual grounds. 


Tarr told local boards the day 
after that decision that an ob­ 
jector 
must 
have 
“ consulted 
some 
sysfem 
of 
belief” 
and 
must have derived that belief 
through rigorous training. 


He acknowledged the “ rigo­ 
rous training” standard would 
give an advantage to the edu­ 
cated. Monday’s directive said 
the belief must arise from activ­ 
ity “ comparable in rigor and 
dedication” to traditional reli­ 
gious training. 


“ The prim ary test . . . is the 
test of sincerity,” the new direc­ 
tive read. “ The board should be 
convinced by information pre­ 
sented to it that the registrant’s 
personal history reveals views 
and actions strong enough to 
demonstrate that expediency is 
not the basis of his claim .”

Official 
estimates anticipate a $1.3 bil­ 
lion deficit, but private and gov­ 
ernment forecasters predict the 
probable red ink figure w ill be 
in the neighborhood of $8 billion 
to $10 billion or higher. 
The 
government 
continually 
borrows funds to pay off notes 
that come due. The Treasury 
borrowed $339 billion last year 
and repaid $322 billion. Interest 
on outstanding securities totaled 
$14 billion. 
The Treasury sells about $3.5 
billion in short term notes each 
week 
and 
occasionally 
issues 
other types of securities to in­ 
sure sufficient operating cash. 
The Treasurer’s account, the

count, listed deposits of $9 bil­ 
lion at the end of the 1970 fiscal 
year.

House Team Sees Continued Aid To I ndochina Needed 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - A 12- 
man Mouse study team says the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
first of two, $2 million state 
loans to the Four Seasons Nurs­ 
ing Centers of America is due 
to be repaid today, but chances 
of the state getting its money 
today or in the next few months 
are dim.

Another $2 million the state 
loaned Four Seasons is due to 
be repaid in March of 1972. 
A plan for reorganizing Four 
Seasons is to be made public 
Nov. I, and to be ruled on by 
a federal judge three weeks 
later. Until then the fate of the 
$4 million loaned the firm by 
Ohio for unsecured commercial 
paper remains uncertain. 
The loans to Four Seasons 
were arranged through Crofters 
Inc., a Columbus firm, which 
collected large fees for arrang­ 
ing loans of state money for a 
number of commercial firms.

Northern Ireland 
(A P ) — Premier James Chich- 
ester-Clark of Northern Ireland 
today 
sharply 
denounced 
the 
clandestine visit to his tense 
province Monday by the Irish 
Republic’s foreign minister. 
I am astounded,” said Chich- 
ester-Clark, “ that the foreign 
minister of any state should 
show such a lack of courtesy as 
to visit Northern Ireland with­ 
out reference to me or to the 
Northern Ireland government— 
the more so in the present very 
serious situation. 
“ I cannot regard such a visit 
as helpful and I dep’ore it ” 
Foreign Minister Patrick Hil 
lery, who also is Ireland’s depu­ 
ty premier, said he made his 
unannounced visit to the riot- i 
torn Falls Road area of Belfast 
to “ relax tension” among the 
Roman Catholics there. 
A source close to th-3 provin­ 
cial government said the Irish 
government 
was 
“ obviously 
trying to get United Nations in­ 
tervention by making this into 
an international incident. 
“ This is a trespass by a for­ 
eigner into British territory and 
is against all political conven­ 
tion,” the source added But the 
British Foreign office said Hil- 
lery as an Irishman “ is perfect­ 
ly free to travel to any part of 
Ireland.” 
Hillery’s maneuver was ex­ 
pected to enrage Northern Ire­ 
land’s 
dominant 
Protestants. 
They were expected to regard it 
as a symbolic assertion of the 
republic’s 
claim 
to 
the 
six 
northern counties, which were 
split off from the 26 Catholic- 
dominated counties to the south 
50 years ago. 
The Rev. Ian Paisley, the mil­ 
itant 
Protestant 
evangelist, 
called the visit “ an unwarrant­ 
ed interference in the internal 
affairs” of the British province. 
Hillery 
said 
he 
would 
ap­ 
proach the British government 
on behalf of the Falls Road 
Catholics, who complained that 
British 
soldiers 
looted 
and 
wrecked their homes while they, 
searched for arms after fighting 
last weekend. 
Political 
observers 
felt 
the 
main reason for the trip was to 
counter criticism in the republic 
that Irish Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch was playing too passive a 
role in the crisis between North­ 
ern Ireland’s Catholics and Pro­ 
testants. 
Lynch’s 
government 
has pledged to reunify Ireland 
only through peaceful means. 
Hillery said in a television in­ 
terview after he returned to 


Dublin that the Northern Irish 
provincial government could not 
be maintained “ with the force 
of arms and force of British 
money.”

strife 
would continue until the north 
and south are united. 
“ I would not be prepared to 
hold any talks with Dublin on
